The 100kHz crystal in the NC-20 is a little teeny, very fragile thing. It 
is extremely tricky just to get the thing soldered in without breaking the 
leads. Also in the manual, Dave goes on about making sure not to overheat 
it while soldering. This isn't your good ol' HC49/U, this C-2 case must 
have like #40 leads or maybe smaller. The crystal is 2mm in diameter by 
6.2mm high so it has like zero heat capacity. 


Easy to see why it's suspicious.

Thanks to all of you who responded to my question about 
antenna tuners and in particular the method of antenna 
tuner adjustment recommended by Kurt Sterba in the August 
2000 issue of WorldRadio. 


As you recall, I questioned Kurt's statement about 
maximizing the "input" capacitance of the tuner, while 
I thought the usual recommendation for most efficiency 
was to maximize the "output" or load capacitance. 


We were talking about a C-L-C "T" configuration tuner. I had 
always heard that the optimum efficiency was obtained when 
the inductance was set to the minimum that could be used 

to still achieve a 1:1 SWR by adjusting the two capacitors. 


I always thought that the next most important thing to 
minimize was the "output" capacitance. 


I think the best answer was "You are both right". 
Let me explain. 


I am using a TenTec 277 tuner with a configuration which is 
essentially the same as Lew McCoy's famous Ultimate Transmatch. 
It has a split-stator capacitor in the input, then the inductor to 
ground, and then the "series" output capacitor. However, I have 
read that the split capacitor input is not really any different 
from the single input series capacitor. Hence, it is not really 
any different than a C-L-C. This was pointed out in great 
detail in Walter Maxwell's (W2DU) classic book, "Reflections". 
(This book is still one of my favorites.) Walter apparently 
discovered that the split-stator capacitor was not necessary, 
thus opening up the world to a design that was cheaper to 
manufacture. Apparently he demonstrated this surprising fact 

to Doug DeMaw, Jim Fisk, and other ARRL staff in their lab. 
Interesting story. 


Anyway, back to the original question. I did some experimenting. 
When tuning my 80 meter dipole on 20 meters (fed with 450 ohm 
ladder-line), I found I could achieve a 1:1 SWR with 4 different 
settings: 


input output inductor 
capacitor capacitor setting 

8.8 6.1 6 

7.2 5.8 7 

6.2 5.3 8 

5.8 5.0 9 


Now, given these values to pick from, I would always use 
the first setting because it has the lowest inductance 
value and also the highest output capacitance. 
Coincidentally, the reason that Kurt Sterba and I were 
both right is because the "output" and "input" capacitors 
were BOTH maximized when selecting the lowest inductance. 


(Actually the manual says the higher inductance settings 
will give a lower Q, thus a broader range of frequencies 
without needing tuner readjustment. However, for strict 
efficiency, I think the lowest inductance is best.)

505 using MRF-475 (or 476?) transistors from Motorola. 

As I dimly recall, I had to insert a heat sink, or reverse the existing, to take 
the TO-220 replacements. The actual upgrade went smoother than I had planned, 
after I saw how to optimize 

the modification. 

The mod worked well, as I recall! NO additional driver power was needed and I 
achieved the 5 Watt output, as was my goal!

Upon arrival at the Standish-Hickey campgrounds on the south fork of 
the Eel River, our camping friends were surprized when I sneaked off 

at 9:15 AM for the pre-contest hike. After 45 minutes I found the tiny 
trail was not going to get any wider! I tossed the golfball with 
string taped on and it went 66 feet straight up. Today I'd use 


a half-wave, end-fed 40 meter vetical! (So that's how antennas are 
decided upon :-) 


The K2 and ZM-2 fit nicely on a downed log and that's where I sat for 
the next 4 hours. I worked 20 QSO's total at 5 watts and got out 
of erecting the camping tents!

Hi Tom, 


The resistor itself is unimportant in this case, except as a form for winding 
the meter shunt that the 13.5 inches of # 26 wire becomes. Usually a ‘high 
value" resistor of a particular wattage is specified, perhaps 1 Watt or more, 
so that your shunt winding does not end up being too bulky on the resistor 
"form". 


What the shunt does is increase the current carrying (and reading) capacity 
of the 0-1 milliamp meter movement called for in your rig, so that it can be 
used to give an indication of transmitter supply current, and, when switched 
over, an indication of power output level. 


Let's just say for argument's sake that your final amp is 100% efficient. An 
impossible figure, but it makes the math easy. At 100% efficiency, 6 watts 
out at 12 volts supply voltage would mean that the final amp would have to be 
carrying half an Ampere, 500 milliamps, of current. Add the relatively small 
amount of current going through the oscillator and probably150 milliamps or 
more going through your driver, and you would probably be up around 700 
milliamps, even with 100% efficiency. So your new meter full scale reading, 
with the shunt, would have to be, at minimum, at least 1 Ampere, and in real 
life it might be 1.5 Amperes or more when you consider the not unheard of 
possibility of 50% efficiency in the final amp circuit. 


If you knew the resistance of that particular meter movement, there are 
tables that tell us how much resistance # 26 wire has per 1000 feet, and we 
could work out what the new full scale current reading of that particular 1 
mA meter movement would be with the shunt across it, in parallel with the 
current going through the meter itself. 


In this particular situation, since neither the meter movement resistance or 
the new full scale current reading in the circuit you are building are 
specified, you will need to use an accurate milliammeter in series with the 
12 volt supply and make yourself a scale indicating what the actual current 
is relative to the markings on the meter you use. 


You will also have to do this by measuring the RF voltage across a 50 Ohm 
dummy load in order to know what the power output level actually is relative 
to the readings on your particular meter. 

Glad to see you are this far along in your project.

Hate to keep this open beyond its natural life but here's my 5 cents worth. 
I am pretty much a 100% SSB operator and since building the K2 have limited 
myself to 10W only. 58 countries in 10 weeks limited operation time (only 
170 contacts in total) - including 1A0, 3A, VQ9, PYO@, OHO, CY9, 5X, HH and 
and IOTA DXpedition on FY (twice). My antennas - a just above ground 
mounted Cushcraft R7 half surrounded by trees and a windom at 25 feet again 
half in trees (I only have a very small garden). 


20m is hard and 40 very busy here in europe but the other bands are fine. 
Quite often reasonable DX is worked first call (eg CExxxx 8000+ miles away) 
but on the other hand if anyone knows N2II please apologise to him - last 


night he was 56 with me on 20m so gave him a call and got 30 in return and 
an abandoned QSO. 


Pileups are a challenge and knowing when to give-up/persevere is definitely 
an acquired skill. One trick which doesn't seem to upset either the QRO 
folks or the DX is - when the DX operator calls for a specific area (eg 
Asia) and it's obvious that calls are very thin on the ground from that 
region I call "Europe QRP - GOQUKB" just once. I've tried this 4 or 5 times 
and in all but one case the operator has finished calling the region and 
asked specifically for QRP stations. 


BTW had a wonderful 20 min chat early the other morning with OK1AQW - felt 
embarrassed and had to turn my power down to match his 5W (from his home 
brew single transistor final TX rig). 


Now if only there were more SSB QRP ops perhaps those big DXepeditions 
would regularly ask for "QRP stations only please"!

HELP PLEASE!! I am building a charger for sealed lead acid batteries which 
are to be used for portable qrp work. 


I am using a LM723 regulator with a 2N3055 pass transister. Rectified DC is 
capable of supplying 3 amps to regulator circuit. Pretty standard circuit - 
actually from RadCom Nov 1998 . 


The adjustable voltage potentiometer sets the output volts nicely between 
13.5 and 15.5 volts. 


My problem is that the circuit will only deliver about 240Qma and also the 
current limit control does not seem to work at all. The current limit isa 
500R pot shunted by a 0.5R resister in the regulated voltage output line. 
Control is by connecting slider of pot to pin 2 of LM723. Pin 3 goes to one 
end of pot. 


(An earlier attempt last year worked fine and I could vary the current from 
over 1.5amp to about 200ma easily. This worked well until I tidied up the 
wiring then it stopped altogether ! Sound familiar ? ) 


This is driving me mad. Any suggestions desparately needed and appreciated. 
Thanks...

It was the XTAL as I suspected. Others have mentioned it's tiny size 
and fragile nature, hence it was suspect. Having no O'scope, today I 
set my Icom 746 to RX at 100kHz. With a small pickup loop near the AFA 
on my NC20, Rig A, no signal was heard. On another NC20, Rig B, a 
clean clear tone was heard. I very carefully transplanted the XTAL 
from Rig B to Rig A. *Bingox Rig A now worked. YEAH! 


A new crystal is working its way to me for Rig B and all will soon be 
well. 


I had not, until now performed the XTAL current limit mod on my rig. 
So, I think the XTAL was weakened, and fail as a little heat was 
applied. So if your planning to add the XTAL mod to your rig, have a 
spare XTAL available. Lesson learned for me! 


Another lesson, a good commercial RX like the Icom 746 makes 
a-heck-uv-a signal tracer! Pick one up next time they're on sale! ;-) 


Case closed on this one, thanks to all rendered aid and assistance.

Steve, the radials must be elevated. If you buried them, the connection 
from the antenna to the radials would also become part of the antenna 
and completely detune it, etc. Antennas like the Gap require exact 
adherence to the "book." 


BTW, the only electrical reason to ever bury radials is to get them out 
of the way. They work best when simply laying on the ground and work 
second best when buried only an inch or two. Deep burial defeats their 
current-collecting purpose.

Tom, 


The 1 milliamp meter in your rig is making use of the shunt resistor in 
parallel with the meter movement in order to allow it to read a much larger 
current level, but you can also take advantage of the fact that the shunt 
resistor will have a small amount of voltage drop across it while current is 
flowing through it on transmit. 


Using a voltmeter with a millivolt scale, you can measure the voltage right 
across the shunt resistor on transmit and use Ohms Law to calculate the 
current going through your rig. 


Take a look in your Handbook for the chart on Copper Wire Properties. It is 
in my 1995 version on page 24-8. 


d## 26 wire has a resistance of 41.02 Ohms per 1000 feet. Divide by 1000, and 
you have .04102 ohms per foot. Divided by 12 inches is .003418333 Ohms per 
inch, X 13.5 is .0461475 Ohms. 


Knowing that, you can calculate the current through the rig by leaving the 

meter switch in Power Out position so that it is not in parallel with your 

shunt resistor, and then measure the voltage drop across the shunt resistor 
while you transmit briefly. Be sure you have your dummy load hooked up. 


First measure your supply voltage on transmit, so you get an exact figure for 
that. 


Then, while you transmit, measure the voltage right across the shunt 
resistor, with your voltmeter set on the millivolt scale, if it does not have 
auto ranging. Record the exact reading. It won't matter which way you hook 
your voltmeter leads to it, as the + or - sign is unimportant for what we are 
doing here, just the amount is needed. 


Then using Ohms law, I = E/R, you can calculate exactly how much current the 
rig draws. 


For example, 45 Millivolts, .045 volts divided by the .0461475 Ohms of the 


shunt resistor would give you .97513408 Amps, or just over 975 milliamps. 


Then, switch your meter back to the current reading position, transmit 
briefly, and note the reading on your meter. That reading corresponds to the 
current level you calculated. 


If the rig you are building had a drive level adjustment pot, you could 
easily vary the power out, take voltage readings across the shunt resistor at 
different levels, and calculate out the current being drawn so that you could 
make up a scale relating to the markings on your meter. 


Since it does not, you can still use the one calculated current level, and 
the mark corresponding to it on your meter as a reference.

Okay, folks here's the deal: 


I have an SMK-1, assembled & working, that I have no use for. The reasons 
are numerous, but the top ones are: 


1) My code stinks. 

2) The trees out back got tired of holding up my antenna. 

3) Between work and family I don't have a lot of time to improve conditions 
1 or 2. 

4) I'm a builder, not an operator. 


Now, having got this little bitty radio working to my satisfaction, I don't 
have much use for it any more. Rather than let it sit collecting dust, I'm 
going to give it to someone who's more likely to use it. 


Here's what's being offered: 


Norcal SMK-1 serial number 190, assembled and tested, in a NJQRP case with 
the companion hardware. Measuring the RF output to a 51-ohm resistor with a 
scope, I get about 250 milliwatts at 12 volts DC in. The unit has the 
following "blemishes": 


1) The front and rear panel decals are missing. I messed them up trying to 
attach them to the case. I will provide a sketch showing which control does 
what, and which plug connects to what. 

2) The case is painted dark green, with a few small flakes missing. (Copper 
is showing through. ) 

3) The screws in the side of the case are not the ones provided by NJQRP - 
they are larger. They still hold the case together well. 

4) On the circuit board, C24 (a 390 pF capacitor in the transmitter pi 
network) has been replaced with a small disk ceramic cap. My original C24 
was shorted and I used the disk cap to verify that it was the problem. Since 
it worked afterward, I left it in. 

5) I have jumpered across D5 to reduce the sidetone volume to a resonable 
level. D5 is still attached to the board. 

6) The headphone jack is wired for 1/8" stereo phones, and presents audio on 
both channels. 

7) The unit includes a small (about 16 inches) power cord with the correct 
plug to fit the power jack on the radio. It also includes the Norcal manual 
with schematic. It does NOT include the NJQRP documentation that came with 
the cabinet kit. 


Here's how to obtain this marvel of mediocrity for yourself or a deserving 
friend: 


Send me an e-mail direct (d1h1009@rit.edu) with the name and mailing address 
of the person who should receive this little rig. This could be you, or it 
could be someone you love. (Or hate, if you're into playing mind games. It's 
fun!) Explain to me why this person should have this radio. I will select my 
favorite answer at or about noon Eastern Time on Thursday, August 10th, and 
mail the unit at that time. 


NOTE: I will announce the name of the winning submitter to the list Thursday 
afternoon UNLESS you tell me not to in your e-mail. I won't give out the 
mailing address, or the name of the recipient if it's not the submitter. 
Also, I will not keep the entries or mailing addresses - I'm not building a 
mailing list. 


I'm not asking for anything in return - not even postage - except that 


whoever gets the radio either uses it, or passes it along to someone who 


will. I must ask, however, that entries be limited to U.S. mailing 
addresses. 


Usual disclaimers: My decision is final, not responsible for lost or 


misdirected entries, your mileage may vary, yadda yadda yadda... let' 


have some fun!
